APPENDIX II C 
The Procedure for deposit/ 
refund of import application 
fee and otner ITC deposits — 
PAYMENT OF FEES. 
CLAUSE (i; (a) 


(1) The existing Clause (i) (a) shall be 
substituted by the following : — 

“Unless an applicant is exempt from pay¬ 
ment of fees under Clause 4 of the Imports 
(Control) Order, 1955, every application for 
an Import Licence/CCP should be accom¬ 
panied by two copies of Bank Receipt duly 
stamped by the Central Bank of India indicating 
the deposit in accordance with the proscribed 
scale of fees indicated in the Schedule III 
of the Imports (Control) Order. The deposits 
should be made alongwith the relevant form/ 
T.R.6 clearly indicating the head of account 
as mentioned below:—” 


WHERE BANK RECEIPT 
IS LOST. 

CLAUSE (iv). 


(2) The existing Clause (iv) shall be substi¬ 
tuted by the following : — 

“In cases where the applicant has mis¬ 
placed the two copies of Bank Receipt referred 
to Clause (i) (a) above, the applicant should 
file an affidavit on the Stamped paper to the 
effect that the two copies of Bank Receipt in 
question have been lost or misplaced and have 
not been utilised in any other manner. Further, 
he should also mention that if the said two 
copies of Bank Receipt (or any one of the two 
copies of the Bank Receipt) are found subse¬ 
quently they shall be returned to the licensing 
authority concerned and shall not be utilised 
in any other manner. The Particulars of the 
Bank Receipt i.c. licensing period, the amount 
remitted, the date of paymeut etc. should also 
be stated in the affidavit.” 
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REFUND OF APPLICATION (3) The existing Clause (b) shall be sub- 

FEES. stituted by the following : — 

CLAUSE (b). “Where the applicant is eligible for refund 

of application fee, an application for refund 
in the prescribed form given in this Appendix 
may be submitted to the licensing authority 
within whose jurisdiction the fee was paid. 
While making an application for refund, both 
the copies of Bank JRecipt (two copies) should 
be enclosed with the application for such 
refund. 

In cases, where the said copies of Bamc 
Receipt have been enclosed with the apph. 
cation for the Licence, the third copy f f the 
Bantc Receipt may be furnished. In all the 
cases, number and date of the Bank Receipt 
and date of the Bank Receipt and the name of 
the Bank where the fee was deposited should 
be given.” 

3. In all Application Forms specified in this Book, under the heading of particulars of fees paid or supporting 
documents etc. the woras “Bank Receipt in original”, wherever mentioned, shall be deemed to have been 
substituted by the words ‘two copies c f Bank Receipt”. 

4. This public Notice will be effective from the 14th August, 1989. 

5. The above amendments have been made in public interest.
